CHINN COLORS TO THE FORE 



KENTUCKY OWNER PLAYS CONSPICUOUS PART 
IN JACKSONVILLE RESULTS. 



Star Blue Runs Sensational Race to Win the Miami 
Selling Stakes — Joe Knight a Likely Two-Year- 
Old — Schorr Stable Takes a Purse. 



Jacksonville. Fla.. February 1. — The colors of 
Gi'orge l*. Chinn, a wealthy Kentucky mine owner, 
were conspicuous at Moucricf Park this afternoon. 
J**e Knight carried them to victory in the two-year- 
old race. Star Blue beat a good band of sprinters 
in the Miami Selling Stakes. Sou finished third iu 
the liftli raee and lTineeiike was beaten a neck in 
the closing dash by Ta Nun Da. Joe Knight’s vic- 
tory cauie after a stirring contest with Efficiency, 
iu which he beat the latter a neck. Efficiency, 
coupled with Elsewhere as the R. 1>. Williams entry, 
wa» pi angl'd on and went to tin* post at odds-on 
The former was touted as the best juvenile in the 
Williams stable, but Joe Knight easily came from 
lM'himl ami beat her. Star Blue ran a sensational 
race iu the Miami Stakes, which was a dash of 
three-quarters of a mile. A fast lot of horses weut 
to the post in this race, including among others. 
Lady Irma. Ben Double, Rye Straw and Dauficld. 
When tin' break came. Star Blue stumbled and 
almost fell and in the early stages was a distant 
trailer, being almost a dozen lengths back of his 
company. Rounding the far turn, he moved up with 
a sensational rush and. coming to the outside iu the 
homestretch, wore down the tiring leaders and boat 
Lady Irma a head in a driving finish. Star Blue 
was 1 Inn'll separately iu 1:11*. 

Well-matched fields went to the post iu all of the 
six races, and interesting contests resulted. Two 
favorites won. the successful 1 choices lteing Casque 
aud Star Blue. 

The Schorr stable scored its first victory in some 
time when Casque l>eat a shifty lot of platers. Ho 
came fr«*n ltchind in the stretch and, after dispos- 
ing of Sou. lasted to beat Oaklmrst. a neck. 

Milton Bates, half owner of Milton B.. arrived 
from Lexington this morning and will remain for a 
couple of weeks before returning to Kentucky. 

G. E. Ridge, a local man. embarked in the racing 
business today by purchasing Vivian R. and Garden 
of Roses from John Hoffman. 

Jim Sennet t of GuUetibcrg. who raeed the good 
plater Eclipse on the New Jersey tracks iu the old 
days, was an arrival last night. 

Among tin* guests attending the recent annual 
dinner of the Jacksonville Driving Club was 11. D. 
Brown, vice-president and general manager of the 
Florida Live Stock and Agricultural State Fair As- 
sociation. through whose courtesy in placing Mon- 
crief Park at their disposal local horsemen were 
enabled last summer to hold their matinee races. 
Mr. Brown addressed tin* gathering and told what 
the association of which he is general manager in- 
tended doing iu the near future and of the probable 
changes to be made as to raee meetings to la* held 
in this city if racing should be permitted after this 
season. Among the most important of the things 
mentioned was the giving of a state fair, the ex- 
pense of which would be borne by the association. 

Incidental to the state fair Mr. Brown said that 
lie would give a race meeting for harness horses 
following tin' grand circuit meeting at Lexington, 
Ky.. with valuable stakes. Mr. Brown said with 
regard to the running raee meeting that lie bad 
about come to the conclusion that the meetings of 
last winter and this are too long, and that in future 
it was probable Jacksonville would have the runners 
only for sixty days, when they would then go to 
Havana, where it is expected the scene will shift 
if present plans are carried to maturity.

OAKLAND MEETING TO END FEBRUARY 15. 



Governor Johnson Affixes Signature to Walker- Young 
Bill One Minute After Receiving It. 



San Francisco. Cal.. February 1. — Back Bay. start- 
ing for the first time, proved to be a good thing 
in the second race at Oakland today. It was a race 
for maiden three-yc-ar-ohi® and there was a rush to 
l>ot on the son of Rubicon. He won easily from 
Gyptis and Hand Satchel. Light showers fell din- 
ing tin* day and the track was heavy and holding. 
Favorites did not figure prominently. J. McIntyre 
was in the limelight by winning with Harry Stan- 
hope and Matador. 

Governor Johnson lost no time in approving the 
Walker- Young anti-betting bill, which was passed 
by the Assembly at Sacramento Monday. He affixed 
his signature to the measure one minute after the 
bill was presented to him last evening and it will be- 
come effective February 15. Secretary Percy W. Treat 
of the New California Jockey Club today silenced 
Hie rc|»ort that the Oakland mi'cting would be con 
tinned with Iw'tting eliminated by declaring that in 
view of the adverse legislation, the track would be 
closed February 15. Most of the horses now quar- 
tered here will He shipped to Juarez. Mcx. Some of 
the stables will start eastward, to he on band for 
the opening of the metropolitan season, while a few 
owners have arranged to sell their horses at auction. 



FINANCIAL TROUBLES IN TAMPA RING. 



Tampa. Fla.. February l.-^-A new development 
came today, wiicn Sam Stephens and his associates 
were unable to continue bookmaking at the West 
Tampa track 'because of temporary financial em- 
barrassment. Smith & Colby resumed charge of the 
betting ring. Mr. Stephen® claims that the etnbar 
rassment is only temporary and that he will resume 
operations tomorrow'. Oil the other hand. Smith & 
Colby state that their taking hold this afternoon was 
contingent on continuing business for the remainder 
of the racing term. Mr. Stephens had paid for a 
week’s concession in advance and naturally claims 
the lease on the plant until Saturday night, but the 
other siih* contends that his lease was nullified by 
Ids failure to carry out Ids program of doing lousi- 
ness today. It is thought that the entire matter 
will l»e fully straightened out tonight at a confer- 
ence of all parties concerned. It would be bad policy 
to shut down at this time when everything point to 
success f<«‘ the future of racing. The crowds are 
constantly increasing and the volume of speculation 
Is gaining steadily. 

The judges announced the suspension of jockey 
Pickett pending further investigation- of his ride 
«*n Little Dutch in the raee won by Eglantine yes 
terday. The judges also announce the suspension of 
jockey Davenport for his apparent lack of effort 
on B. J. SWanncr in bis former starts. 

The tirsr run-up of the meeting came after Light- 
house's victory, when J. F. Daniels raised his price 
from $21X1 to $300. but failed to get him. 

FORMFUL RESULTS AT JUAREZ. 



El Paso. Tex.. February 1. — Formful racing was 
iu order at Juarez today, four of the public rlioiccs 
winning and the books losing heavily. The feature 
was an allowance raee at seven-eighths, in which 
W. Walker furnished the winner in Planter, whose 
success was a great surprise inasmuch as he had 
been badly beaten in all of his previous starts here. 

Trainer H. McDaniel lias taken King Broomstick 
and an unnamed two-year-old <dd brother to Grapple 
to train for I. II. Wheatcroft. 

G. P. Brazier sold Tom McGrath today to Garrity 
& Dunlap. 

Speculation in the ring is Increasing at such a 
promising rati* that new books are going on daily, 
Mose Newman being the most recent addition. 

E. li. Soule win'd the management today from 
Oakland asking for three stalls and said that it 
was his intention to hook upon his arrival. 

Jockey McGee, on his return to the jockeys’ room 
after the running of the fourth race, fainted from 
excessive reducing and was compelled to cancel his 
remaining engagements for the day. 

The Peer, winner of the fifth race, was run tin to 
$5(Xt bv J. Pink staff and was retained by owner 
Dunne. 

Jockey T. Rice, who has been forging to the front 
rank of the riders here, carried off the riding honors 
of the day by piloting three winners. 

MUTUELS FOR VANCOUVER TRACK. 

Vaucouver, B. (’.. February 1. — The racing season 
at Minoru Park this year will commence on 
Saturday. June 24, and Vancouver followers of the 
thoroughbreds will get twenty-eight days of their 
favorite sport during the summer. The British 
Columbia Thoroughbred Association anil the Van- 
couver Jockey Club, which control racing on the 
mainland, recently held a conference regarding 
dates for the season. It is planned to have one of 
the clubs hold the first racing on Saturday. June 
24. runufing to the following Saturday, July 1. 
Then the other club will cut in a bit later. The sec- 
ond meeting of each club will l>e held in August. 

It is not known at this time whether Victoria 
will have racing or not. but it is understood tiiat 
the Capital City horsemen will make an effort to 
pull off tw<» seven-day meetings over there. 

Racing Secretary Robert F. Leighton of the 
British Columbia Thoroughbred Association an 
noun cos that the dir«*ctors of Minoru Park have do 
eided that there shall be no Itookumking upon that 
course tliis season. The association has already 
placed an order for ten mutuel machines of the 
latest and most up-to-date pattern, including the 
new register attachment, with C. F. Grainger Ac 
Company of Louisville. Ky. TIh**o machines will 
be delivered and histalloil early in May. 

SPORTSMEN TO ORGANIZE. 



New York. February 1. — Plans for the formation of 
a Sjtort smeii’** League will 1 m- acted upon at a dinner 
of .790 leading s|M>rt sun-u in the Waldorf February 
15. Tbe object of the league will be similar to the 
one in England— the combat ting of malicious attacks 
against s|x>rts of all kinds. In this country the 
turf has T»cen th<- victim of many hard blows. These 
attacks the friends of racing have considered unwar- 
ranted. and knowing that the friends of Sunday base- 
ball and the admirers of hunting have been the 
victims of similar crusades, the sportsmen of the 
United States have considered the proposition to 
combine for mutual protection. This is 4he object 
of the dinner — to bring together the tnen who are 
willing to throw aside all individual tastes for a 
particular branch of sj»ort and support the whole 
edifice of sport. August Belmont is to preside as 
toastmaster. An effort is being made to have repro- 
Miit.-itves of the Jockey Club of England at tbe 
guests* table. 

BOOKMAKING BARRED IN NEW ZEALAND. 

The New Zealand racing law which prohibits street 
and race course Itonkmakiug went into effect yester- 
day. At present I M»ok makers are licensed by the 
government and clubs are i-oiuiM'lled to allow them to 
operate at race meetings, whether or no they desire 
it. In future the totalizator will la* the only legal 
method of race course speculation iu the island du 
minion of the southern seas.
